Statutes of this Stale is s 
far amended as to allow tbe catching c 
flsh through tho ics only, and in thos 
ponds set apart for the cultivation ol lilac 
bass.durlug the mouths of December, Janu 
ary, of each and every year from the pas- 
lage of Ibis act, until tbe expiration of tbre 
yenrs mentioned in Section 7 of aaid Chap 
ter. 


Sec. 3. After tbe expiration of saiil Hire 


years no person shall catch or take fisb o 
any kind from any pond legally tet ap;u 
by said Commissioners for the cnltivaltou 
of black bass, duriug tbe months of Match 
April and i£ij-,auj only by hook and liunc 
line as aforesaid.
